INCREDIBLE WOMEN 


T HREE inspirational 

women - Barbara Layne, 
Salmah Kansara and 
Ngozi Headley-Fulani 
- were celebrated at this year’s 
Mayor’s Civic Awards. 

Now in its third year, the 
awards, which took place at 
Hackney Town Hall on 23 May, 
recognise and celebrate some of 
the incredible people who live in 
the borough. 

Retired community nurse 
Barbara Layne has been a 
volunteer for 20 years, visiting 
vulnerable and isolated older 
residents in Hackney. Involved 
in many community initiatives, 
including volunteering for the 
monthly over 50s dance social, 
she also helped start a project to 
encourage older people to use local 
leisure centres. 

Barbara regularly helps at 
St Paul’s Winter Night Shelter, 
providing food and shelter 


for homeless people, and has 
encouraged 20 other older people 
to volunteer for the shelter. 

Barbara said: “I hope more 
people can get involved with 
volunteering, as there are many 
people in Hackney that need 
support - anything from a 
telephone call to a knock on the 
door can help someone.” 

Salmah Kansara is the Services 
Development Manager at the 
Ihsan Children’s Centre based 
at the North London Muslim 
Community Centre, N16. 
Through her role there she has 
touched many lives; helping 
women who are experiencing 
domestic abuse, or who are 
homeless and vulnerable to find 
support and access services. 

Salmah also works with women 
who are struggling to speak 
English, helping them develop 
their skills. Described as a ‘hero’, 
Salmah motivates mothers who 


have lost their confidence to get 
back into work and study. 

After receiving her award, 
Salmah said: “I enjoy my work. 

I get to meet people from all 
backgrounds and help them to 
break down barriers so they can 
believe in themselves and do well. 
So many people in Hackney are 
doing wonderful work, which 
people don’t even know about, so 
it’s great that we can celebrate and 
shine a light on those services at 
these awards.” 

Ngozi Headley-Fulani set up 
Sistah Space in 2015 to support 
women and girls of African 
heritage who have experienced 
domestic or sexual abuse, and 
those who have lost a loved one 
to domestic violence. Over the past 
three years Ngozi has fundraised 
to provide toys and trips for 
affected children and families, 
and a community car to help 
women in emergencies. 


Ngozi said: “We believe the 
only way a community can thrive 
is if we understand and make 
time for each other. Through 
volunteering and supporting 
your community you can give 
voice to the voiceless, bring people 
together to find out about each 
other’s cultures and help Hackney 
grow as a community.” 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, who gave out the 
awards on the night, left the 
evening feeling inspired. He said: 
“It’s really important to celebrate 
the borough’s community 
champions, who go above and 
beyond to make Hackney the 
great place that it is today. 

“These awards not only help 
us recognise the achievements of 
these extraordinary residents but 
will hopefully inspire more people 
to get involved with volunteering 
and community action to help 
make a difference to Hackney.

M H the transformation 
of the 1930s Grade II listed 
Hackney Town Hall 
have been recognised as 
some of the capital’s best 
new architecture at this 
year’s Royal Institute of 
British Architects (RIBA) 
London Awards. 

The Kings Crescent 
estate, N4, designed by 
Henley Halebrown and 
Karakusevic Carson 
Architects, was one of 
just two Council housing 
developments recognised in 
the awards, which honours 
the best architecture of all 
types across London. 

The project, which has 
seen 275 new Council 
homes and major 
improvements to the 
existing homes with new 
‘winter garden’ balconies, 
was acknowledged for 
its close engagement 
with residents 
during the 
planning and 
its innovative 
approach to 
regeneration by 
combining new homes 
with refurbished buildings. 

The refurbishment of the 
Art Deco Hackney Town 
Hall on Mare Street, led by 
Hawkins Brown architects, 
also received an award. 

The conservation project 
retained the original 
features of the building, 
while creating new spaces 
for events, weddings and 
ceremonies - including 
two covered courtyards 
- to ensure it remains a 
public building. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville, 
said: “These awards 
demonstrate our 
commitment to both 
maintaining Hackney’s 
history and heritage, but 
also creating well-designed 
high quality new buildings 
that meet the needs of the 
borough today. 

“As with all the new 
homes we build, at Kings 
Crescent we’ve worked 
with high-calibre architects 
and the local community

to create designs that don’t 
just provide much needed 
new Council homes but 
create places where people 
really want to live.

“The recognition for the 
newly refurbished town 
hall is testament to our 
efforts to both invest in 
and preserve an important 
historic public building 
and to ensure that future 
generations of Hackney 
residents can have pride in 


this modern, accessible hub 
of civic life.” 

These projects will now 
go forward for the RIBA 
National Awards to be 
announced in July. Those 
collecting national awards 
will then be considered for 
the RIBA Stirling Prize.

Join special needs discussion 


THE newly appointed Cabinet Member with responsibility 
for special educational needs and disabilities (SEND), 

Cllr Christopher Kennedy, is inviting parents, carers, 
teachers and local groups to discuss funding for special 
educational needs. 

He will host an event aimed at finding out about residents’ 
experiences of SEND provision and their ideas for what 
services might look like in the future, in the face of ongoing 
Government funding freezes for these vital services. 

Cllr Kennedy said: “The Government has effectively frozen 
funding for Education Health and Care Plans - which 
support our most vulnerable children - since 2011, despite 
an increase of 35 per cent in the number of young people 
we support. 

“In Hackney we have chosen to fill that gap through 
making cuts to other services, but we cannot continue to 
do that. We’re plugging the gap for high needs, or ‘top- 
up’, support by over £6million a year, yet face ongoing 
reductions to our Government grant across the Council of 
£35million over the next two years.” 

Those taking part in the event will be asked to discuss 
key issues in small groups. Their feedback will help to 
shape Council policies around SEND and will also inform 
the outcomes of a new SEND working group. The group 
will be led by an independent chair, with representatives 
from parents’ groups, campaign groups, 
councillors, teachers and 
other professionals. 

The event will be held at a central 
Hackney location on 26 June, from 
6.30-8.30pm. To take part in this 
event, find out more, or register your 
interest to attend, visit: consultation.

Traders wanted for newly revamped Kingsland Market 


TRADERS are being 
sought by the Council 
to sell second hand 
bargains, vintage goods 
and antiques on the 
same site as the historic 
Kingsland Waste 
Market on Hackney’s 
Kingsland Road. 
Traditionally, the 
market, between 


Haggerston and Dalston, 
was the place to go for 
spare parts and for second 
hand goods. 

However, Kingsland 
Waste suffered a decline 
and in 2015 the decision 
was made to cease the 
renewal of temporary 
trading licences for 
the market. Currently there 


is only one permanent 
trader on the market.

on his face is one of the 
cooks at Headway Eats, a 
Hackney supper club with a 
reputation for putting such 
top-notch food on the table 
that it routinely sells out. 

Supper clubs may be 
de rigueur these days, but 
something sets this one 
apart. It is run by Headway 
East London, a charity 
devoted to helping those 
with brain injuries, as well 
as their families. Tonight’s 
menu, and the cooking itself, 
is led by these survivors, 
meaning that the experience 
is not only delicious but, for 
some, deeply therapeutic. 

“To have people pay 
money to eat food that you 


have been a part of making, 
makes me feel...” David 
pauses, to find the right 
words. “When someone 
puts on a new tailored suit,” 
he continues. “It’s the same 
feeling. It’s a proud feeling.” 

David was a cabbie before 
an accident left him with 
brain injuries so extensive 
that he lost all memory of 
The Knowledge. 

While deeply traumatic, 
his experience is not 
unusual. An estimated 
350,000 people are 
admitted to UK hospitals 
each year with brain injuries 
caused by anything from 
traffic accidents and assaults 
to tumours and strokes. 


Modern medicine saves 
their lives. But many are 
then left alone to tackle the 
next part of the job. And for 
most, this task is far scarier: 
rebuilding their identities 
and roles in the world. 

Since the 1980s, Headway 
UK has helped people 
through its programme of 
therapies and by providing 
a stable, caring community. 
And also, through food. 

“Food is an integral 
part of the Headway East 
London day and forms 
one of its key occupational 
projects,” says Laura 
Owens, the charity’s 
communications and 
development manager. 
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I MAGINE this: you are 
cooking for 50 guests, 
yet have no professional 
training. Feeling 
daunted? Now imagine 
you’re also coming to terms 
with a brain injury that has 
wiped out huge swathes of 
your memory, challenging 
your understanding of who 
you are, and your place in 
the world. 

“It’s amazing to do 
something out of your 
comfort zone,” says David 
Mercer. The 51-year-old 
with a permanent smile 


“A different group of 
members will cook lunch for 
the rest of the centre every 
day,” she explains, “and for 
many of them it might be 
the first time that they have 
gone back into the kitchen 
after their injury.” 

For a large proportion, 
Laura explains, food 
memories have a unique 
potency. “They recall a time 
before their brain injury,” 
she says, “and the act of 
cooking certain meals again 
for many can be a huge 
challenge and an incredible 
achievement. It’s about 
re-learning skills or gaining 
new ones and defining a 
new role for themselves.”

As food became a bigger 
part of everyone’s lives 
at the centre, the team 
had a sudden revelation: 
“We’ve got to a point 
where the food is good 
enough to share more 
widely,” says Laura, 

“and the achievements 
of our members could be 
celebrated more widely 
through food too.” 

And thus, the supper club 
was born. Tonight, as David 
chops and drizzles in the 
kitchen with other brain 
injury survivors, 50 guests 
are gathering in the garden 
of Headway’s community 
space, overlooking the 
Regent’s Canal. Passers-by 


pause in their commute 
along the canal path to 
gaze covertly at the group 
who sit in the evening sun, 
sipping on sandalwood and 
cardamom infusions topped 
with basil seeds. 

The three-course menu 
they will soon sit down to 
has been developed through 
a number of sessions. In 
these, members explore their 
memories and stories about 
food to create recipe ideas 
for the evening and refine 
their culinary skills. 

Today’s menu focuses 
on one particular member, 
Freddy, and his Punjabi 
heritage. And so, guests, 
staff, volunteers and

members sit down at 
shared tables to eat 
samosas, pomegranate 
seeds and fresh vegetables 
with turmeric sauce. 

Guests chatter among 
themselves, making new 
acquaintances as the 
boundaries between cooks 
and guests, outsiders and 
brain injury survivors, blur 
into insignificance. 

These supper clubs are 


often accompanied by 
storytelling, poetry readings 
and mini exhibitions from 
Headway members. Today, 
there is live music and 
readings, then lamb curry, 
lime and chilli dip and 
finally Rasgulla - cottage 
cheese cooked in sugar 
syrup and topped with 
pistachio nuts. 

Laura says: “It’s about 
more than food, it’s about 


sharing, socialising and 
fostering a community.” 

The next supper club is set 
to take place on 19 July. It 
costs £20 for three courses 
and a non-alcoholic drink.

J ANA Dowling was 
working in TV when 
it happened. “I 
started to feel really 
awful,” she explains. “My 
girlfriend said, ‘this isn’t 
normal’ and sent me to the 
doctors, but the medication 
made me yawn every 
minute or so, and I couldn’t 
focus. In that culture, you 
can’t be seen to be weak. 

So I stopped taking them. 
And six weeks later, I 
had what’s called a severe 
depressive episode.” 

For five weeks Jana was 
placed under 24-hour 
watch. She recalls: “I was 
in bed all that time. I had 
agoraphobia, anorexia, I 
was diagnosed as bipolar... 

“Then I started to take my 
medication, to exercise, to 
track my sleep, my nutrition, 
my mood... I took recovery 
on as a job.” 

Jana was, she claims, 
lucky: “Back in those 
darkest days, I had a friend 
who stayed with me for five 
weeks, watching me for 24 
hours. I was so, so lucky. 

“The only reason I’m here 
today is the extraordinary 
kindness of others. I wanted 
to pass that on, to be that 
person for others.” 

And so last year Jana set 
up The 888 Collective, a 
social enterprise based in 
Dalston, supporting and 
creating work opportunities 
for people with mental 
health issues. 

Jana says: “When I was 
finally healthy enough to 
look for a job I was hit with 
a new crisis. Who would 
have me? What should 
I tell them about the last 
four months?” 

In her old life, Jana was 
a successful, high-powered

career, setting up London 
Fashion Week’s daily 
newspaper and then as 
a producer in live TV. 

She had even dabbled in 
stand-up comedy. 

But after her depressive 
episode, Jana says: “Leaving 
the house or answering the 
phone could be a struggle.

needed to take that step 
into working life in order 
to keep getting better. But I 
knew I couldn’t handle a big 
office environment.” 

Once again, a friend 
came to the rescue. “She’s 
called Kirsty Hulse and she 
owns a digital agency called 
Manyminds,” says Jana. 
“She created a PA position 
for me and for a while she 
put up with me doing a truly 


terrible job. But she was so 
gentle and forgiving.” 

Before long, Jana was 
producing and directing 
online videos for Kirsty’s 
clients. Which goes to 
show, says Jana: “The act 
of working was an essential 
part of my recovery. 

“You build a routine 
for yourself at home, but 
managing your symptoms 
in a work environment is a 


new challenge. It takes time 
and support. But we can 
do it.” 

Over 300,000 people 
with long-term mental 
health issues lose their jobs 
each year. It is reported to 
cost the UK economy up to 
£8billion a year. And yet 
the symptoms of those with 
mental health problems 
are not, Jana points out, 
suggestive of their ability. 

She says: “Symptoms 
are manageable. And 
once they are effectively 
managed, you see people’s 
real capabilities.” 

To that end, The 888 
Collective has created 
self-development courses, 


designed to provide 
people with the tools 
they need to manage their 
mental wellbeing, with a 
view to moving back into 
the workplace. 

Jana is now providing 
evening and weekend 
courses to those who 
are in work and looking 
to learn how to better 
manage their mental health 
in the workplace. 

She has a lot of personal 
experience on which to 
draw, and the will to change 
the status quo. 

The 888 Collective is 
also developing an app, 
into which users will be 
able to enter and track their 
symptoms, circulate their 
own tips and receive tips 
from other people. A second 
tier takes users through the 
888 courses. And a third 
will connect “the right 
people to the right jobs,” 
says Jana. 

Finally, there are 88 L8s, 
pop-up restaurants and 
events where young chefs 
put together the menus and 
all other staff are people 
who have been through the 
888 courses. 

“We had our first one 
at Dusty Knuckle in 
Hackney,” says Jana. “It 
was amazing, it sold out 
completely. There came a 
moment when I was able to 
sit back and watching our 
extraordinary members 
at work. 

“Some staff started with 
us with severe anxiety 
and didn’t have enough 
confidence to ask questions 
or look you in the eye, 
and there they were taking 
charge, changing their 
narrative, waiting on tables 
and doing an awesome job.” 

It was, she says, “one 
of the most incredible 
experiences of my life.”

T HE borough is set 
to get more safer 
junctions, protected 
cycle tracks on 
main roads and quieter 
side streets, according 
to plans announced at 
this year’s Hackney 
Cycling Conference. 

The conference, now 
in its seventh year, has 
become a fixture in the 
calendar for cycling 
enthusiasts, professionals, 
campaigners and elected 
members. This year, over 
200 people attended. 

Opening the conference, 
which took place on 17 
May, Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, outlined a 
number of schemes in the 
pipeline, including a plan to 
transform Hackney Central 
by removing through traffic 
from Amhurst Road and 
improving walking and 
cycling routes. 

The area-wide reduction 
in motor traffic dominance 
will contribute greatly to 
ongoing regeneration of 
the town centre. 

The Mayor also touched 
on the construction of safe 
cycling tracks on Wick 
Road being built, early 
designs for Seven Sisters 
Road and a scheme for 
Green Lanes, which would 
see cycle tracks on both 
sides of the road. 

Andreas Rohl, from 
Gehl Architects and former 
director of the Bicycle 
Programme in Copenhagen, 
gave a talk titled ‘It’s not 
all about the bike’. It was a 
theme Mayor Glanville also 
touched on. 

He said: “Planning for

and good public transport 
options are needed so that 
car-free living is viable.” 

Another emerging theme 
was the idea of a long 
term decline in the role 
of the residential street 
from a space for people to 
congregate and children to 
play, to a place for people to 
park cars or drive through. 

As well as a programme 
of closing side roads to 
through traffic, the Council 
is developing an approach 


to community-led parklets, 
which will allow residents 
to reclaim parking spaces 
for community uses. 

MP for Hackney North 
and Stoke Newington, 
Diane Abbott, said: 
“Hackney has the highest 
proportion of people cycling 
to work, and that doesn’t 
happen by accident. 

“Every morning, when I 
leave my house in Dalston, 

I see dozens of people 
cycling to work and also 
some people taking their 
kids to school on the back 


of their bikes. More needs 
to be done to encourage 
and enable the diverse 
communities in Hackney 
to take up cycling.” 

This sentiment was 
summed up by Andreas, 
who said: “If you get up 
in the morning and the car 
or public transport seems 
like the safest, quickest, 
easiest way to get to work 
and cycling seems like an 
extreme sport, you 
won’t cycle.”

Making streets around London Fields safe and quiet 


ROADS outside another 
primary school in Hackney 
are set to become quieter 
and safer thanks to a new 
School Street and other 
traffic reduction measures. 

From 6 June, Westgate 
Street outside London 
Fields Primary School will 
become a pedestrian, cycle 
and local buses only zone 
between 8.30-9.15am and 


3.15-4pm, from Monday to 
Friday in school term-time. 

A bus gate will be 
installed at the junction 
of Lansdowne Drive and 
Trederwen Road, which 
will only allow buses, 
pedestrians and cyclists 
through to continue 
eastbound on Lansdowne 
Drive between 7-10am and 
3-7pm, from Monday to 


Saturday. There will be no 
left turn into Richmond 
Road from Mare Street 
between 7-10am and 3-7pm 
Monday to Saturday. 

The scheme is enforced 
by camera. Residents who 
drive into the School Street 
zone, through the bus gate 
or turn left on to Richmond 
Road from Mare Street 
during the operating hours 


can be fined £65 (rising to 
£130 if not paid early). 

This will be Hackney’s 
fifth School Street, 
which aims to create a 
safer environment while 
maintaining access for 
residents, businesses, 
pedestrians and cyclists.

Root 73 studio provides a hub, a platform and a community for young artists in the borough

Free filmmaking workshop with Hackney Shed 


THEATRE company 
Hackney Shed is set to run a 
free filmmaking workshop 
at the Huddleston Centre, 

E8, on 30 and 31 May. 

The workshop is open to 
young people aged 16 to 25 
years old, with a focus on 
those with additional needs. 
It forms part of a new branch 
of Hackney Shed, called the 
Hackney Shed Collective.

years, some of Hackney’s 
most talented young 
musicians have come 
together to create their own 
professional music studio. 

Based in Stoke 
Newington, Root 73 is a 
not-for-profit studio that 
provides a hub for aspiring 
young artists who want 
to work with professional 
music equipment but might 
not be able to afford the 
high costs of renting a studio 
in London. 

The two founders, Asher 
and Maya, both from 
Hackney, were music 
producers who realised 
that they could combine 
their expertise to create 
a space for people to 
collaborate and have full 
creative freedom. 

It has ambitions to 
become the ‘Roundhouse’ 
of Hackney - a nod to the 
famous Chalk Farm concert 
venue, which also provides 
a studio and space for 
young people. 

Asher said: “People are 
craving community, and this 
is a space for people to come 
together in a creative, team 
spirited environment.” 

As well as professional 
audio work, Root 73 also 
offers services such as high- 
quality video production, 
provided mainly by 
Sonny Jake, one of Root 
73’s central figures, and 
showcasing of art work at

the events it runs. 

Young artists who join the 
community do not have to 
pay to use their facilities. 

As Atma, a director who 
works with Root 73, said: 
“Once you are involved, 
you get sucked in by the 
welcoming atmosphere.” 

In the two years since 
it opened, the studio has 
worked with over 100 
artists aged 17-30. 


Jake Whiteman, an artist 
who works with the studio, 
said: “The passion for music 
builds connections between 
all the artists at Root 73. It’s 
not about money, it’s about 
making good music 
and enjoying yourself. 

“Hackney is full of young 
creative people and Root 
73 is a place where young 
artists can work to focus 
their talent.” 


The studio holds regular 
showcase events of the 
projects it has worked on, 
with the money going back 
into funding the studio. 

The studio is currently 
running a crowdfunding 
campaign to raise funds for 
new music equipment and 
continue its development.

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another

Hackney Museum hosts exhibition of photographs 
taken at Gibson’s studio between 1952 and 1978 


P hotographs 

liken by renowned 
local snapper Ron 
Gibson have gone 
on display at Hackney 
Museum, giving a unique 
insight into life in the 
borough in the 1950s, 

60s and 70s. 

The photos are part of 
a huge collection of film 
negatives, which for decades 
sat undisturbed in the 
basement of the studio in 
Lower Clapton Road.

negatives were donated 
to Hackney Archives in 
Dalston and found to hold 
thousands of envelopes 
containing almost all of the 
work done by the studio 
over a 26-year period. 

Staff at the archives began 


to view the negatives and 
soon realised the collection 
is a hugely significant record 
of life in Hackney in the 
middle of the 20th century. 

The well-known studio 
was owned by self-taught 
photographer Ron Gibson 


from 1952 until 1989. 
Wedding photography 
was the mainstay of his 
business but the collection 
also includes many images 
of local pubs and cafes, 
schools, dances, workplace 
parties as well as birthdays, 
christenings and bar 
mitzvahs, particularly in the 
1950s and 1960s. 

The collection starts in 
1952 and images depict 
Hackney as a mainly white 
working class area still 
recovering from the Second 
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World War with bomb 
damage visible in several 
images. The collection 
goes on to chart Hackney’s 
transformation over the 
following decades into 
the hugely diverse area we 
know today. 

It is estimated to contain 
around 150,000 negatives, 
75 per cent of which are 
black and white. While 
almost all of the black and 
white negatives have dates, 
surnames and addresses 
attached, only a handful of 


the colour images, which 
date from 1972 to 1978, 
have any information. 

Staff at Hackney Archives 
are keen to speak to 
people who appear in the 
photographs in order to 
record and preserve their 
stories as part of the 
history of Hackney. So 
far, people in locations as 
diverse as Jamaica, the US 
and Pakistan have shared 
their stories. 

In 2016 Hackney 
Archives was awarded 


funding by the Esmee 
Fairbairn Collections Fund 
to digitise the negatives so 
that they can be shared with 
the wider community. A 
team of over 30 volunteers 
is carrying out vital work to 
preserve the negatives prior 
to digitisation. 

Hackney Archives is 
also working with local 
communities to catalogue 
the images. Once developed, 
the new catalogue will allow 
people to search and view 
the Gibson collection online.

Ingredients 

• 5 fillets of salmon (110g each) 

• 3 freshly diced chilli or 
150g of chilli flakes 

• Juice and zest of 2 lemons 
•4 eggs 

•25g Dijon mustard 
•100ml of vegetable oil 

• 10ml of vinegar (preferably rice wine 
vinegar) 

•Salt and pepper

1988 s21 notice may be given in respect of a shorthold tenancy of the whole or part of an unlicensed house as long 
as it remains unlicensed.
